Builders
Complain

A Southland building con­ 
tractor blasted the city's de­ 
cision to build a downtown bus 
station with its own forces 
yesterday, calling the practice 
a growing threat to taxpayers 
in Torrance and other South­ 
land cities.

"I personally challenge the 
city of Torrance to prove that 
it can do this work cheaper 
than it could be done by com­ 
petitive open bidding," Louis 
Green, a Lawndale contractor, 
told the HERALD yesterday.

"I WILL challenge the city 
of Redondo Beach and Gar- 
dena to provide the same 
proof," he said. Those two cit­ 
ies, among others, reportedly 
took bids for public works 
projects recently, and then did 
the work with city forces.

The practice permits pyra­ 
miding of city forces and em­ 
pire building by department, 
Green alleged.

"I MAY HAVE to drop off 
bidding in Torrance for 
awhile," Green said, "but it is 
time the little businessman 
spoke up."

He recited a recent experi­ 
ence in another city where he
